THE WILEY Congress has ad- anxious to get rid af Wiley, Bigelow, 


Kebler and Rusby? We know that 
the manufacturers of misbranded and 


adulterated foods and drugs started 


the trouble. These interests have 
made their attacks secretly and under 


various guises—as the ‘“‘League for 


Medical Freedom,”’’ 
vertiser’s 


‘‘American Ad- 
Protective Association,’’ 


ete., their propaganda efforts being 


backed by certain literary, medical 


and pharmaceutical journals and a 


vast array of small country news- 
papers. In only a few imstances was 
it possible to locate or identify the 
skulking enemy. We recall the name 
of ‘‘Fred W. Hooper,’’ who posed as 
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secretary of the Am. Adv. Protec. 
Ass’n. The American Medical Asso- 
ciation located and branded ‘‘H. L. 
Harris,’’ alias ‘‘H. H. Langdon,”’ 
alias ‘‘Food Expert,’’ etc., the press 
agent for The Pacific Coast Borax 
Co., 100 William street, New York 
City, who has in every way possible 
tried to ridicule and minimize the 
work of Dr. Wiley. This man (?) 
poses as a chemist. We quote a 


gem from this ‘‘expert,’’ taken from 
the Journ. A. M, A. (Sept. 2, 1911): 


There is really no danger to health and 


life from partaking of adulterated condi- 


ments, etc., and the bulk of food which 
mankind consumes, such as bread, meat, 
potatoes, fresh vegetables, fresh fruits, 
nuts, ete., never has been adulterated. 


But this is not the worst. These 


skulking ignoramuses would have but 


little influence and could do but little 


harm if left to their own devices, if 
left alone. The evidence thus far 


brought together, culled from vari- 


ous sources, shows that men promi- 
nent in the Department of Agriculture 


are in league with the manufacturers 
who are exceedingly anxious to get rid 
of Wiley. We quote the following ex- 


tracts from the report of Kellogg Dur- 
land in the Boston Evening Transcript 


(Aug. 26, 1911), which we believe to be 


a fair statement of the entire situation. 
The report is lengthy, covering more 


than one page of the newspaper (seven 


columns). We will therefore quate 
only the essential parts. 


As is generally known the charges 
of irregularity against Wiley, Bige- 
low, Kebler and Rusby pertained to 
Dr. Rusby’s salary as expert (Phar- 
macognosist) in the Department. The 
enemies of Wiley hoped that these 
charges would result in the dismissal 
of the men representing the backbone 
of the administration of the national 
pure food and drugs act. Now note, 
that while these charges were not 
only groundless but most trivial, yet 


the Committee on Personnel of the 
Department of Agriculture to whom 
these charges were referred, made the 
following recommendations: 


The Official Recommendation | 


1. That Dr. H. H. Rusby, pharmacog- 
nosist in the Bureau of Chemistry at $1600 


per annum, be dismissed from the service - 


on account of irregularities in connection 
with his appointment and recommendation 


for appointment of Dr. William Mansfield 


as unskilled laborer. 

2. That Dr. L. F. Kebler, chdat of drug 
laboratory in the Bureau of Chemistry, be 
reduced from his present position as chief 


of the drug laboratory to a position and 


status in which he will have no authority 
to make recommendations regarding the 
salaries or periods of service of other em- 


ployees, on account of irregular conduct in 


procurement of services of Dr. H. H. 
Rusby. 

3d. That Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, and Dr. W. D. Bige- 
low, assistant chief of the Bureau of 


Chemistry, be given an opportunity to re- 
sign from the positions which they now 
hold in the Bureau of Chemistry, on ac- 


count of irregularities in appointment of 
Dr. H. H. Rusby. Respectfully, 


(Signed) { GEO. P. MeCABE,

per day when engaged in court. The evi-. 
dence clearly shows that these gentlemen ~ 
resorted to a scheme to create an appear- | 


ance of compliance with the law, while at 
the same time distinctly agreeing not to 
comply with it. Such an agreement cer- 
tainly merits condign punishment, and be- 
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eause of the facts set forth, I recommend 
the approval by you of the recommenda- 
tions of the Committee on Personnel.’’ 
Thus the Attorney General became a 
party to this extraordinary campaign 
against Dr. Wiley and his able colleagues, 
although the reply of Dr. Rusby in itself 
seemed to clear up the situation satisfac. 
torily. This letter of Dr. Rusby is im- 
portant because it shows the loose manage- 
ment of the Department of Agriculture, 
and also shows conelusively how trivial 
and unnecessary are the charges of the 
Board of Personnel. This letter was pub- 
- lished at the time the charges were made 
publie and is too long to repeat here. Its 
chief points were: (1) That there was no 
hearing at which he eould defend himself; 
(2) that he did not officially. complain at 
the reduction of his rate; (3) that the 


committee had erred in not seeing that 


during Dr. Rusby’s absence. 

As has been known for a long time 
Dr. Wiley, Assistant Chemist Dunlap 

and Solicitor MeCabe could rarely 

agree and have always been at logger- 

heads. Mr. Durland expresses him- 

self as follows:

this act; and if it shall appear from any 
such examination that any and such speci- 
men is adulterated or misbranded within 


the meaning of this act, the Secretary of 


Agriculture shall cause notice thereof to 


be given to the party from whom such 


sample was obtained. Any. party so noti- 
fied shall be given an opportunity to be 


heard, under such rules and regulations 


as may be prescribed as aforesaid, and if 
it appears that any of the provisions of 
this act have been violated by such party, 
then the Secretary of Agriculture shall at 
once certify the facts to the proper United 
States District Attorney with a copy of 
the results of the analysis or the exami- 


nation of such article duly authenticated 
by the analyist or officer making such ex- 


amination, under the oath of such officer. 


After judgment of the court, notice shall 


be given by a publication in such manner 


as may be preseribed by the rules and > 


regulations aforesaid.’’ It will be ob- 


served that this paragraph is perfectly 


clear in its statement of the manner in 


which food prosecutions shall be made and — 


ii in no way anticipates or contemplates 
any such complicated machinery as has 
been unburdened upon it since the act 
went into force. This section of the act 
clearly states that when the Bureau of 
Chemistry finds that the law has been 
violated, the bureau shall forward the facts 
proving such violation to the Secretary 
of the Department of Agriculture, and 


that the Secretary, after giving hearing to 


the parties interested, shall, if he finds 
the conclusions of the Bureau correct, give 
cver to a United States District Attorney 
the data of the case for prosecution. This 
procedure is clear and simple. If adhered 
to, it would be effective. So powerful 
have been the influences of the frauds 


and@ewindlers, the misbranders and adul- 
teragars, however, that the purport of the

act has been largely thwarted and a pon- 


-derous and complicated system so added 


as to amount to a virtual ridiculous sub- 
stitution. Dr. Wiley in his testimony be- 
fore the Moss Committee showed that the 
efficiency of the Bureau of Chemistry had 
been partly destroyed by the various 
amendments which have been strangely 
attached to this originally clear law. 

The creation of the Board of Food and 
Drugs Inspection by Secretary Wilson 
without any specific authority for its crea- 
tion and existence in the Food and Drugs 
Act has constituted obstacle number one. 
The creation of the Referee Board of Con- 
sulting Scientific Experts, otherwise the 
Remsen Board, has created obstacle num- 
ber two. The creation of this board again 


has no authorization in the Food and 


Drugs. Act. Then there is another board 
composed of three members of the Cabinet 
and known as the Three Secretaries, which 
has the power to say what regulations shall 


emanate from the Bureau of Chemistry and 


what regulations shall be suppressed. As 


‘if these three added boards were not 


enough to destroy the effectiveness of the 
work of the Bureau of Chemistry, a man > 


named George P. McCabe, now holding the 


office of Solicitor to the Department of 
Agriculture, persuaded the Secretary of 
the Department to sign an order empower- 
ing the Solicitor of the Department to 
exercise his discretion in regard to the 
recommendations made by the Bureau of 
Chemistry as to what prosecutions should 
be entered upon and which should be held 
in abeyance. This man McCabe has been 


to a large extent the nigger in the wood- 
pile. There is a unanimous impression 


among impartial. and unbiased observers 
that if McCabe had been a paid employee 
of the interests Dr. Wiley: has been fighting 


he could not have done more in then 
behalf.

objectionable officials in the depart- 
ment are to be removed, ‘‘inacti- 
vated’’ or officially decapitated. It 
is true that the ‘‘for the good of the 
service’’ recommendation does not al- 
ways emanate from the chief or head. 
Often such recommendations come 
from a specially appointed, presum.- 
ably fair-minded committee, which re- 
commendations are, of course, re- 
ferred back to the ultimate head for 
final action. i 


Recently a recommendation for the 
good of the service was made by the 
Committee ‘on Personnel of the De- 
partment of Agriculture which is so 
flagrantly biased and unfair that we 
do not see how it can ever be ap- 
proved and earried out. We refer to 
the recommendation that Wiley and 
Bigelow be given an opportunity to 
resign; Kebler be reduced in rank 
and Rusby be dismissed. That some- 
one should be dismissed for the good 
of the service is only too evident. 
From the evidence thus far obtain- 
able it is quite clear that McCabe and 
Dunlap have overreached themselves. 
It would appear that these men 


have, almost from the very first, 


sought to block the efficiency of the 


work of the Department of Agricul- 


ture, for reasons best known to them- 
selves, though it is quite evident that 
one reason is simply petty jealousy, 
directed against Wiley and Kebler. 
Just how much they were prompted 
and influenced by fraudulent manu- 
facturers would be difficult to deter- 
mine. 
Of course Wickersham by his ap- 
proval of the recommendation of the 
Committee played directly into the 
hands of McCabe, Dunlap and the 


‘‘Interests,’’ but that is after all only 


a secondary matter. Secretary Wil- 
~ gon is to blame only in so far as he 
should have seen to it that McCabe 
and Dunlap were dismissed some time 


ago, thus the present disturbance 
would have been avoided. 


It is only too apparent that Wiley 
and Kebler have gained the enmity 
of the fraudulent food and drug _ in- 
terests. One need only glance over 
the Notices of Judgment issued by 


the Department of Agriculture to 


understand that much. 


To remove Wiley, Kebler, Bigelow 
and Rusby from the service would be 
a catastrophe. It would mean a great 
set-back to the cause of pure foods 
and drugs. The event would be 
celebrated with great pomp and 
splendor by the adulterators and 
misbranders.

Prof. Joseph P. Remington of Phila- — 


delphia presented the following pre- 
amble and resolutions which were un- 
animously adopted. 


Whereas, The American Pharmaceutical 
Association was founded in 1852 for the 


purpose of suppressing adulteration, by 


preventing the importation of impure 
drugs, and the providing of pure and 


standardized products to combat disease 


has always been regarded as one of the 
principal objects of this body, therefore 
be it 


Resolved, That this Association pledge 


its support to the United States Govern- 


ment in every effort to check adulteration 

and protect the public health; ; 
Resolved, That Dr. Harvey W. Wiley 

has proved his ability to successfully carry 
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out the provisions of the Pure Food and 


Drugs Act, which were part “ his duties 
under the law; 


Resolved, That the American Pharma- 


ceutical Association respectfully but most 
earnestly appeal to President William H. 


Taft to use his utmost effort to enforee the 
Food and Drugs Act, and end the unhappy: 
conditions now prevailing in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, by sustaining those 
who have faithfully and single-handedly 
worked for the accomplishment of the pur- 
pose for which the law was enacted. 


Prof. Remington also read a com- 
munication from a California member 
of the A. Ph. A. to consider a meet- 
ing of the association in San Fran- 
cisco in 1915 on the oceasion of the 
celebration of the opening of the 
Panama Canal. The invitation was 
referred to a committee of three to 


be appointed by the incoming presi- 


dent.

We also published a letter 
from Prof. Remington who favored 
the idea. The following letter, also 


from Prof. Remington, under date of 


August 24, 1911, explains itself. 


I started the ball rolling at the Sian, 
meeting of the A. Ph. A. for the meeting 
of the International Congress in San Fran- 
cisco in 1915. I urged the appointment of 
a committee to take up the subject and 


report to the Council. Of course the 


Council would have to deliberate seriously 
about this and we will hear from them 
later. 


The first move will be to appoint 
a National Committee (from the A. 
Ph. A.) whose duty it will be to get 


in touch with foreign pharmaceutical 
associations urging co-operation. This 


should be done at once. Later there 


will be plenty of work for the local 


Committee on Pharm. Congress ap- 


pointed by president G. H. P. Licht- 
hardt. In the meantime the local 
committee need not be wholly idle. 
They should ascertain what aid may 
be had in the project from the Pan- 
ama Exposition Board and what en- 
couragement may be had from the 


various pharmaceutical bodies of the 
State.

THE STANDING OF THE PHAR- 
MACIST* 
By R. A. Leet 


It is so constantly deplored that 
pharmacists are not accorded the 
standing that is due them both in 
social and professional circles, that 
for the purpose of this paper at least 
I intend to accept as a fact that they 
are not. 

It may be that they stand as heh 


as they are entitled to, in view of 
their shortcomings. In that case it 


would be well to look into the short- 
comings and see if they may not be 
surmounted. 

That there is a dissatisfaction with 
the present status is the most hopeful 
sign that there may be an improve- 
ment in the future. 

Certainly the years of study sia 
application that the pharmacist must 


put in after he first commences his 


apprenticeship should entitle him to 
some standing with practitioners in 
other professions. 

As the requirements for registration 
are raised, the standing of the pro- 
fession will be, in a measure, also 


raised. In some of the states it is 


necessary to be a graduate of a col- 
lege of pharmacy as well as to: pass 
the State board examinations in order 
to practice pharmacy. All this helps, 
but I believe that the unfortunate 
condition that we are considering now 
is due less to lack of ‘‘prerequisites’’ 
than to lack of application after ad- 
mission to practice. 

A great many pharmacists consider 


their education finished when they 


have secured their registration. They 
close their books with a bang, never 
to be opened again. A dose book and 
list of synonyms are about the only

ones in their library ever referred to. 

Many of them, more particularly 
those who take hold of drug stores as 
proprietors, go into a seclusion that 
separates them as completely from 
the ordinary social and business life 
of the community as though they had 
become hermits or _ entered a monas- 
tery. 

They cut out for themselves a 
schedule of hours that means work 
seven days and seven nights a week, 


with meals sent in to be eaten behind - 


the prescription counter. 

The morning after the earthquake 
in San Francisco and when the fire 
was raging in Chinatown, I walked 


around the edge of that section. Scores 


of Chinamen that had been driven 


out of their dark alleys and cellars 


were huddled together blinking like 
owls in the sunshine. I was reminded 
of some of the gatherings of drug- 
gists I had seen when a cut-rate war 


or other calamity threatened. They 
looked as though, brought forth from | 
the gloom of their ordinary surround- 
Ings, they were utterly. bewildered 
and incapable of action in the bright 
light and fresh air of the open. 


But don’t be offended, it was not 


the convention-going druggists that I 


was reminded of by the blinking 
Chinamen. In fact it was before the 
State Association had come into its 


own and such splendid gatherings as 


we have had at Oakland, San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles and now here in 
Sacrameto had ever been dreamed of. 

In our assembling in these annual 
conventions, with their social and out- 
ing features, and in the threshing out 


the problems that beset us, and in our 
getting into harmony with our neigh-— 


boring druggists, and into hearty and 
energetic co-operation with each other, 
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lies the hope of a better standing and 
a higher recognition of our calling. 

Let us get a proper perspective of 
our problems, a sense of proportion, 
so that we shall take up the things 
to be done in the order of their. im- 
portance. 

Some years ago, before the Cart- 
right Law was in effect, and when it 


was customary to have certain under- 


standings as to price, a movement was 
on foot and about to be consummated; 
establishing a schedule of better prices 


for drug store goods. And right here 


let me say it was not a_ robber 
schedule, and that I have never known 
a schedule to be proposed. by drug- 
gists that would afford more than a 
very ordinary profit on the uae 
affected. 

Well, the proprietor of one of the 


then leading stores of San Francisco — 


was waited on by the committee to 
secure his approval of the schedule. 
He was in favor of the better prices, 
there was no doubt about that. But 
he was too busy to give the committee 
more than a few impatient moments, 


and then he said, ‘‘Gentlemen, you’ll 
have to excuse me, I haven ’t time to 


consider this matter now, I’ve got a 


batch of capsules back there to make : 


up, you'll have to call again.’ 
There were six or eight clerks in 
the store at the time capable of mak- 


ing the capsules, which, perhaps, 


would’ have brought sixty-five cents. 
The schedule would have made a 
difference in the profits of that store 


of from two to three hundred dollars 


a month. 

But this man didn’t have sufficient 
sense of proportion to grasp the situa- 
tion, to assign clerk’s work to the 
clerk, to take in the relative impor- 
tance of the two propositions confront- 
ing him. 

He was like too many of the rest 
of us, who like draft-horses, look only 
at the road immediately in front of us, 
strain our harnesses and pull our loads. 


We should take a broader view of 
the life before us. The man who gets 
into the grind, who provides for him- 
self hours and habits of work, that 
shut out recreation and preclude his 
participation in the eivic and social 
activities of his community, is neither 
serving the puble to the best of his 
opportunity, nor is he doing justice 
to himself. 

How many vigorous full-blooded 
young men have you seen, by reason 
of the life they have imposed upon 
themselves as drug store proprietors, 


degenerate into bloodless old men 


before their time. 
It is up to the pharmacists who 
have at heart the raising of the 
standard of their profession, first of 
all, if they expect to do anything in 
this generation, to begin to _ live 
orderly lives, such as are lived in 
other lines of work, to provide hours 
for themselves and their clerks, that 
admit of raising families and getting 


acquainted with them, that admit of 


regular association outside of the 
store with people whose influence shall 
be for their intellectual and social 
refinement. | | 

When I speak of providing better 
hours, I know it presents perplexing 
problems. It does for proprietors of 
the larger stores, as it does also in a 
greater degree, perhaps, for those of 
smaller stores. 

One thing should* be given grave 
consideration, particularly with regard 


to closing on Sundays or holidays, 


that of making provision for the filling 
of urgent orders from the physicians, 
either by leaving some one in attend- 
ance, or by co-operation with other 
stores, so that all may not be closed 
at the same time, or by leaving notice 
as to where you or your clerk may be 
found. This is particularly important 
since it would be an unfortunate thing 
to establish in the mind of the physi- 


cian the thought that he can get along 


without the druggist for one day a 
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week. The logical deduction is that 
he can get along without him for the 
rest of the week. 

The problems will be different with 
the different stores, but if they are 
met with a desire to surmount: them 
and a willingness to make some 
sacrifices, they will be overcome. 

if we are to raise our standing, 
then, lét us have more time for better- 
ment of our condition outside of our 
working hours. | 

But besides that, some of us will 
have to change our standard of. busi- 
ness and professional ethics. We 
- ghall have to get into better relation- 

ship both with the physician and the 

public. We shall have to eliminate 
counter prescribing and the exploiting 
and recommending of patent medi- 

eines. 
“Who sells you something else 
that’s just as good?’’ 

It doesn’t take a bright boy to 
answer that question. I heard it pre- 
sented with a few frills from the 


vaudeville stage recently, and the 


plause was spontaneous. Everybody 
understood. No matter who’s to 
blame, the reputation is ours and it 
is for us to live it down. 


To practice medicine requires years 


of study. To practice pharmacy also 
requires years of study. And while 
the two lines are closely allied, still 
the physician is not qualified to com- 
pound and dispense medicines, nor is 
the pharmacist qualified to diagnose 


and prescribe them. Neither one is 


justified in usurping the  other’s 

And when the province of either 
is usurped a great wrong is perpe- 
trated. | 

There is complaint that the physi- 
cian now-a-days is given to dispensing 
his own medicines, that he eliminates 
the pharmacist in the practice of his 
profession. 

Well, then let us ask him to stop 
it. But first let us get ourselves to 


where we can make the request con- 


sistently. There are some few simple 
remedies that the public will not go 
to a.physician for, a cough remedy, a 
liniment, a laxative, a simple tonic, a 
healing ointment, etc. These, then, 
we can with propriety make up and 
offer when they are asked for. 

But a heart remedy, a kidney cure, 
a eure for any of the more serious 


‘ailments, these we should not put up 


ourselves or recommend. 


Let us eliminate these from our list 
and then we can go to our dispensing 
physicians with some right to expect 
that he give up dispensing. When 
associations of pharmacists begin to 
exact such ethics from their members 
then they can expect medical associa- 


tions to co-operate. When the phar- 


macist 1s universally recognized by the 


physician as essential to the practice 
of medicine there will be no question 


as to our professional standing. In 
the meantime we can do much to make 


ourselves individually indispensable to 


the physicians. 

I only suggest that we keep up our 
information so that we will be posted 
on every new drug and chemical and 


appliance that pertains to the practice 


of our profession. 


The purchase of a dispensatory once 
in ten years is not sufficient outlay 


for literature. All of the leading 


pharmaceutical journals should — be 
taken, together with a medical journal 
or two, one of them from abroad, if 
you can read it. | 


Authoritative treatises on all of the 
subjects that pertain to our profession 


should also not only be subscribed for | 


but read. 


The pharmacist who will thus post 
himself and then put himself in the 
way of the physician, can scarcely fail 


to make himself necessary to the- 
physician’s practice, if he is possessed 


in even only an ordinary degree of 
tact and good manners. 
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We must get rid of grafting in all 
its forms. Eliminate the giving of 
commissions to the physician. Let your 
dealings with him be _ scrupulously 
circumspect. 
ence to some communities this is 
equivalent at first glance to saying 
without the preseriptions.’’ But 
there is an honest way of getting them 
and other things being equal, if your 
equipment is as 


The proprietor of one of the biggest 
prescription stores in the country had 
this to contend with in the beginning. 
His equipment was right and he went 
to the public with the facts. He had 
the facts so that the public could 
understand. He not only got the busi- 
ness but practically broke up the graft. 


But what can you expect to profit 
by heralding ‘‘No commissions’’ or 


substitution’? in your prescrip- 
tion department if you are practicing 


other forms of graft that are just as 
rank? For answer ask the customer 
who has just asked for a certain hair 


tonic, let us say, and been offered 


another brand ‘‘that’s just as good.’’ 
There is another form of graft, that 


of giving commissions to clerks for: 


selling preparations of a proprietary 
nature at an abnormal profit. I have 
known of its existence in one of the 


large Eastern establishments, in so 


rank a form as this, the same prepara- 
tion was put up in the same sized 
package at three different prices, the 
clerk to get a commission in propor- 
tion to the price of the package sold. 
Incidentally I was told that dishonesty 
was so prevalent among the clerks, that 
they frequently stole money from the 
house! 


Theodore 


Roosevelt, in a_ recent 


article entitled ‘‘Applied Ethics in 


Journalism,’’ characterized the ad- 
vertising of patent medicines as a 
‘detestable evil’’ and classed it along 


I know that with refer-~ 


good and your’ 
capacity as great as your grafting 
competitor, you will get them. 


with the advertising of fake financial 
concerns. 

If it is a detestable evil on the part 
of the proprietor of a journal to ad- 
vertise them, is it not equally detest- 
able to manufacture and orally recom- 
mend medicines intended for com- 
plaints that only a physician is quali- 
fied to diagnose and treat? 
- I realize that in citing and dwelling 
on such disagreeable practices I am 
lable to give the impression that at 


least in my opinion things are rotten 
to the core with us. 


But such is not 
the case. I am convinced that practi- 
eally all of us are inspired by higher 
motives than the mere making of 
money (if we are not we are a pack 
of fools for none of us ever get rich), 


and that we shall presently set for 


ourselves higher standards. . 

The grosser evils are practised only 

by the few and the many should see 
that it is impossible for the few to 
bring discredit on the entire profes- 
si0n. 
And now in conclusion, let me say 
that if we all of us were full of the 
vigor that comes from proper adjust- 
ment of work and play, if we had the 
influence that comes from association 
with other men in civic and social life, 
if we had the full confidence and re- 
spect of the physician and the public, 
then we would be in possession of the 
standing that we are entitled to. 

Incidentally, the Pure Drugs Act 
would be administered by pharma- 
cists, that is, unless we were too busy 
with a batch of capsules to make the 
effort of getting it. 


CONSERVATION AS APPLIED TO 
PHARMACY* 


By G. H. P. Lichthardt 
Analyst Sacramento City Board of Health 


At the present day we hear and read 


a great deal about the conservation 


of our natural resources. 


* Read at the Sacramento meeting of the 
ii Pharmaceutical Association, 
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It is told us that our mineral de- 
posits, forests, coal lands and water- 
sheds are being used not for the great- 
est good of the largest number; but, 
through the avarice and narrow poli- 
_ eles of the rich and powerful corpora- 
tions, these splendid attributes are 
being ruthlessly destroyed with no 
thought for the future. 


Is not our noble profession in the 
Same condition as is the public do- 
main? Do we not need the conserva- 
tion of our natural resources? Maybe 
we have no rich and powerful cor- 
porations dictating the policies of our 


- business but we do observe great care- | 


lessness in the rearing and upbringing 
of the young timber that is intrusted 
in our care. The young man with an 
ambition to become an_ educated 
pharmacist’ has this same ambition 
blighted by the cruel use of the ax 
of ridicule and the sledge-hammer of 
‘‘What’s the use.”’’ 


Let us turn back the page of history 
and read what is therein written about 
the real pharmacists of the days gone 


by and the work that they accom- 
plished and the debt that the world 


owes them for their discoveries. — 


We can quote from the president’s 
address before the Division of Phar- 
macy at the last Congress of Applied 
Chemistry. 

‘*From the time of Paracelsus and 
Basil Valentine up to the beginning 
of the.19th century, chemistry was 


continuously the debtor to pharmacy 


both on account of the number of sub- 


stances that were investigated with 


a view to their use as medicines, and 
also on chemical investigators who 
commenced their career in connection 
with medicine. Many names will at 
once occur to you but in this connec- 
tion I need only mention one—NSir 
Humphrey Davy—who, as an apothe- 
cary’s assistant, laid the foundation 
of that wide chemical knowledge 
which lead to‘ his many discoveries 
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which had such an important influence 
on medicine and on technical in- 
dustries. At the beginning of the last 
century the study of pharmacy was 
the main road to pure chemistry and 
pharmacy therefore may, without un- 
due presumption, claim to be the 
pioneer and to have provided the 
training ground for many of the men 
who have built up the gigantic edifice 
of industrial chemistry.’’ 


Again we read of the discoveries 
of Priestly, a pharmacist, who added 
to the world’s supply of knowledge 
by his original researches on oxygen 
and of the man who performed the 
first synthesis and who did this work 
upon the prescription counter. We 
might go on and add name after name 
and bring the dates down to our own 
time by mentioning our own Wenzell, 


@ pharmacist of this State, and his 


work on Ergot, and many others who 
have had the fortitude to. leave the 
beaten track and to push forward 


into the wilderness of chemical re- 


search, but this is sufficient to show 
that the principles of conservation 
should be applied to pharmacy and 


that the young trees in the pharma- 


ceutical forest, if fostered, nurtured 
and cared for, will grow up to be 
great oaks of knowledge and spread 
the grateful shade of technical wisdom 
upon the various industries of the 
world. 


We can well study the lives of the 
pioneers of our profession and see 


what enthusiasm, earnestness of pur- 


pose and optimism accomplished, but 
their environment was different from 
that which surrounds the men of to- 
day. Our ideals are down-trodden in 
the rush caused by the mad ambition 
to make money quickly, pass the State 
board examinations and to become a 
proprietor of the present day patent- 
medicine emporium with postal card 
annex that masquerades as a phar- 


macy. 
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You can readily imagine how many 
chemical discoveries would have been 
made in the past if the investigator’s 
time had not been taken up in trying to 
make a living by selling the vast num- 
ber of side-lines, foreign to the drug 
business, that are carried to-day. Let 
us then raise the standard of our pro- 
fession by demanding proper educa- 
tion not only of our help but of our- 
selves, for if the proprietor himself 
would spend as much time, money and 
energy in fitting himself to be a pro- 
fessional pharmacist as he does to run 
a bureau of public comfort he will 
-have greatly helped the cause of con- 
servation in pharmacy.

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THE RELATION OF A SODA FOUNTAIN 
TO A DRUG STORE, AND MANY 
POINTS FOR ITS SUCCESS* 

By A. L. Rich 
Is it proper for a drug store to have 
4 fountain, and if so, does that par- 
ticular department pay? I will un- 
hesitatingly say yes to both questions. 
Why should you not advertise your 
business, the same as the big depart- 
ment stores, which we all know, keep 
up and maintain several departments 
at a great loss; in fact, some depart- 
ments do not bring in a dollar in 
cash. Why do they do it? We all 
know that they are in business to 
make money and surely the losing de- 
partments must bring in returns some- 
where. It is in bringing the people 
into the store, even if it is only to 
cheek a pareel or find out where a 


particular building or church is situ- 


ated, ete. What is the result? The 
person will sooner or later become a 
customer. and patron of that store. 
They can’t help it; it is human nature 
to reciprocate and a favor is seldom 
forgotten. 


Now, then, what does a soda foun- 
tain do to your store? It brings hun- 


creds of people into the store who 


probably would never otherwise think 
of your particular place of business. 
This reminds me of an incident which 
happened to me just after the big fire 
of 1906. I was sent for to operate the 
soda department of a downtown drug 
store in San Francisco. When I ar- 


~ yived I went to look for the store. I 


found it all right, but talk about a 
hard looking proposition. Situated in 
the midst of debris -and ruins; it was 
almost impossible to cross Market 
street without assistance. The store 
‘was in a little one-story shack with 
about fourteen feet frontage, ete.

_However, I started in. Our fountain 
was a small fourteen foot affair, yet 


well made and substantial. We set it 
up and I got things in shape to open 
up. Of course, Saturday was our 
Grand Opening. I was ready and so 
was the fountain. Saturday night on 


closing, the result was $3.75. Talk 


about the barometer lowering! I felt 
like taking the first train out. How- 
ever, I stuck to it and when the first 


hot day came along, it seemed as 


though everybody was looking for a 


soda fountain and that ours was the — 


only one in existence. When we 
cleared the wreck and closed the 
doors: that night, the register went 
nearly to the three figures and my 
employer said. ‘‘I guess you will need 
more help.’’ What was the permanent 
result from that day? The soda de- 
partment was a big success and the 
drug department was increased from 
two clerks to four. What did it? 
You cannot say that all of those strang- 
ers would have gone to that store on 


that particular hot day if there had — 


been no soda fountain. Now that same 
store and same fountain coxtinues to 
do just as much business as it did 
three years ago, although it is in a 
Shack building, surrounded by large 
modern skyscrapers and most magnifi- 


cent candy and drug stores and soda 


fountains. Why do they continue? 
There are two reasons. The first can 


be said in one word—‘‘Habit.’’ But 


the other is the most important. Value 
received and courteous treatment, 


which is one of the most vital points 


to be considered in making the soda 
department a success. Of course, [I 


do not mean to say that all you have 
to do is to spend $1,000 to $3,000 or 


more, for a beautiful soda fountain; 
have it sent out and set up, at a great 
expense, in the most valuable space in 
the store, expect it to do the rest, 
and that twenty dollar pieces wil! 
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More 6-, 8- 


come raining in as in some of these 


beautiful colored page advertisements 
of a commercial magazine, and that 
you will make 700 per cent. profit on 
everything you sell. Oh, no! We 
all know that there is just so much 
sale for wares as there is demand and 


no more, and it is your part to get 


just a little more of the demand than 
your neighbor, and keep it up. 

Without tiring you too much, | will 
endeavor to suggest how this can ke 


done by installing a soda fountain in 


your store. It does not matter how 
large or how small your city may be, 


or how big or how little your store | 


may be. The supply and demafd will 
point the way, for if your city and 
location will warrant your opening a 
store, it will also allow you enough 
business for a fountain. As yet, I 
have never been in or heard of a drug 
store that did not have from one or 
or 10-foot show cases, 
situated on one or both sides of the 
store as you enter. 
do they contain? Druggists sundries, 
and in some cases, candy or cigars. 
Did you ever keep tab or figure out 
exactly the daily sales and profits 
from one or two cases (a soda foun- 
tain seldom requires more room than 
two cases), or the amount of capital 
tied up in the stock contained in those 
two cases; or the proportion of sales 


that would have been made if the 
articles were kept a little farther to 


the rear, or in wall cases where your 
customers could see the display while 
drinking one of your delicious bever- 
ages? 1 will venture to say that 
without any exception, a soda fountain 
will bring in more than $3 to $1 of 
the cases, besides making a new cus- 
tomer for the drug department. 
Many have the idea that it is ex- 
pensive to operate a fountain, and that 
you are at the mercy of these so-called 
Cispensers or mixologists. It is a

As a rule, what © 


syrup. 
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mistake. I find that green, homebred 
boys make the best dispensers, or, as 
1 would call them—soda fountain ‘‘at- 
tendants.’’ Of course, I will say this: 
it requires some knowledge of the 
business to start off, but you drug- 
gists and chemists, do you realize that 
the most important things to know 
about the business you already know 
and know much better than nine- 
tenths of the so-called experts and con- 
fectioners who control nearly all of 
the business now? What do they 
know about the qualities and purities 
of essential oils, extracts, syrups, es- 
cordials, elixirs and various 
other flavors? I have yet to meet the 
first confectioner or soda expert who 


has any knowledge of the chemistry | 


of what he is using or selling. All 
they know is what is on the label. 

I remember an incident of a travel- 
ing salesman who tried to sell me 
flavored syrup which his firm manu- 
factured, for $1.50 a gallon. I showed 
him that I made the same flavored 
syrups for 35 cents a gallon, and dur- 
ing the entire season I was using over | 
a gallon of that syrup a day. ‘‘Quite 
a difference,’’ he said, ‘‘well, every- 
body does not know how to make that — 
’? I guess when he said that, 
he did not mean to include druggists 
or chemists, for what druggist or — 
chemist could not make a root beer 


extract or syrup? I know that I never 


could have made a success of the soda 
business if it was not for my early 
{raining in the drug store and in the 
chemical laboratory. Even in keeping 
the German silverware board polished 


and clean, I use my chemical experi- 
ence, for I make a paste of cyanide ot 


potassium with sifted whiting and 
soap, which I find keeps the metal 
clean, sweet and polished, without 
scouring and rubbing it all to pieces. 
There is hardly a soda fountain owner 
who visits me, that does not ask this 


> 


one question: ‘ ‘How do you manage 
to keep your work board so clean and 
polished ?”’ 

I am now operating a work board 
56 feet long, made of solid German 
silver and serving over 1,900 people 
cach day. It takes less than one hour 
each morning to clean, polish and dry 
this board. It shows where a little 
knowledge of chemistry helps the me- 
chanical end of the business. The 
formulae for making fancy creams, 
sundaes, beverages, and egg drinks 
are all on paper. You will, however, 
find that the average patron will be 
satisfied with a first-class plain drink, 
that is, good fruit flavors, well charged 
carbonated water and fine ice cream. 
From these you can make an almost 
unlimited combination of frozen dain- 
ties and beverages. By giving a little 
personal attention to your patrons and 
econvineing them of the purity of 


everything you use, you will soon see 


that your ledger will show a good 
margin to your credit. 

Another strong point in favor of the 
fountain in a drug store, is that the 
public, as a rule, has more faith as to 
the purity, freshness, full measure, 
etc., than other houses who carry 
this line. We all know that ground 
spices, mustard and several other 
articles which are commonly kept in 
grocery stores, are preferably bought 
from the druggist. Mainly for reasons 
of purity and full measure, even 
though the price may be a little 
higher—this applies to the soda de- 
partment as well. 

Another point although considered 
by many not worth while, is the serv- 
ing of medicinal doses at the counter. 
Amongst all of them I find only two 
that I consider objectionable or harm- 
ful to the business, and that is oils 
of any description, especially castor 
and cod liver oil, and essence of pep- 
permint. There is nothing that will 
more quickly take the appetite or 
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customer sitting next, to or near an-. 


other who has asked to be served a 
dose of castor oil. They never forget 
it and every time they enter your 
place it puts them in mind of it, be- 
sides the danger of contaminating a 
number of glasses with the oil is 
enough to bar it. Those who wish a 
dose of oil will gladly step behind the 
prescription case to take it, where a 
few clean glasses should be kept for 
that particular purpose and no other. 
The essence of peppermint is objection- 


able to many people on account of its — 


strong and persistent odor and it is 
almost impossible to eradicate it from 
the glasses. 


A point often brought up, why the 


fountain does not pay, is this: That 
during the hot summer months it is 


all right, but as soon as the weather 
cools, trade falls or and by the time 
winter sets in the fountain end of the 
business is at a stand-still and does 


not bring in enough to pay the rent of 


space occupied by it. This is all a 


mistake as I have proven, and in one 


instance our winter business in the 


gross was greater than the summer 


business. It can be done by paying 
particular and more attention to the 
hot beverages, which heretofore have 


been neglected, but you will find that 


they make a very profitable feature of 
the fountain. I do not mean to say 


that you will have to run a lunch | 


counter, or restaurant department, 
such as a good many of the eastern 
fountains are doing, but serve hot 
beverages in variety just the same as 
the cold ones. The only difference is 
that you should make them a special 
feature, viz., all hot drinks made in- 
dividually and to order, such as choco- 


late, bouillons, teas, coffee, etc., and 
served in thin plain china instead of 


mugs or glasses. If you can make one 
hot beverage and make it extra fine, 
say, better than any of your com- 
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petitors, you will find that your place 
will have a large share of the patron- 
age as well as a constant attendance 
of steady customers every day. I 
found out that grown people, especi- 
ally the men, like a hot drink during 
the cold weather and. once they find 
the place where their favorite bever- 
age is served best, that place will see 
them every day. I also figured out 
what hot drink, if made perfect, would 
be the best seller, and I found that a 
cup of good coffee will get you more 
steady trade and more advertising 
than any other hot drink. To do this 
properly, I figured that each and 
every cup of coffee must be made to 


order individually and instantaneously, 


right in front of the person, from the 
bean to the cup, in less than one-half 
a minute. This can be done and I am 
doing it now, serving over three hun- 
dred individual made cups of coffee 
every day, and the best part of it is, 
that coffee drinkers, drink their coffee 
every day, and you can be assured of 
just that much business in any event, 
I could go on and relate innumerable 
incidents of this kind that would fill 


a good-sized volume, only I mention 


this as an example of what may be 


done if you pay particular attention 
to any one item and make that your 


drawing card.

send you, through the columns of the 


Pacific Pharmacist, a report of the 
o9th annual meeting of the A. Ph. A., 
which convened in Boston, at Hotel 
Vendome, from August 14th to the 
20th inclusive. It was the general 
coneensus of opinion that in size of 
attendance, it was one of the largest — 
and most successful ever held. 
Thirty-six years have passed since 
the association assembled in Boston, 
and but few who were in active busi- 


ness here in 1875 are still interested 


in pharmaceutical affairs, and it was 
largely a new body which joined in 
extending a welcome to the visitors 
of 1911. 

- On Monday noon the first meeting 
was called in Convention Hall, at | 


Hotel Vendome, and the entire after- 


noon was an oceasion long to be re- 
membered. Greetings of welcome 


and responses following in quick suc- 


cession. The president, E. G. Eberle 
of Dallas, Texas, gave his presidential 
which proved of unusual 
merit, and which after its delivery 
was referred to a committee. | 

A spirit of harmony and good will 
was noticed throughout the entire 


meeting, and great appreciation mani- 


fested for the magnificent entertain- 
ment provided by the local committee. 
Among the business transacted was 
the appointment of a committee to de- 
termine the feasability of holding an 
international congress in San Fran- 
cisco In 1915. It was also announced 
that the Hallberg memorial fund, 
which was contributed by members, 
amounted to $4,400. 
‘Dr. George F. Payne of Atlanta, 
Ga., submitted a report on pharmacists 


In the army and navy. This showed 


that pharmacists in the medical corps 
did not get the same pay as those in 
the same classification in the navy 
and in the signal and other corps, and 
it was urged that steps be taken to 
correct this discrimination. 
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Plans were made for the organiza- 
tion of a general permanent confer- 


enee of the National Association of 


Retail Druggists, the National Whole- 
sale Druggists Association and the 
Proprietary Association of America, 
for the purpose of securing uniform 
National legislation. 

Some salaries raised, as follows: 
Dr. James H. Beal, the new secretary 
and editor of the Bulletin of the A. 
Ph. A.,.was voted a salary of $3,000; 
$750 was voted as a salary for an as- 
sistant, and $5,000 was appropriated 
for the use of the Bulletin Committee. 

The work of Dr. Wiley was en- 
dorsed and appreciation of the good 
work of the retiring officers expressed, 
especially that of Charles Caspari, Jr., 
who has been secretary of the Asso- 
ciation for the past 17 years. Henry 


Biroth of Chicago was elected honor- 


ary president. 

A vote of thanks was the 
press of Boston, and it went on the 
—yreeords of the convention, that the 


best reports of the proceedings of the ~ 


convention were published in the 
Globe. 


~The new officers installed were: J. 


G. Godding of Boston, president; W. 
Bodemann of Chicago, first vice-presi- 
dent; C. M. Ford of Denver, second 
vice-president; E. Berger of Tampa, 
Fla., third vice-president; J. H. Beal 


of Scio, Ohio, secretary; H. M. Whel- | 


pley of St. Louis, Mo., treasurer; C. 
Lewis Diehl of Louisville, Ky., re- 
porter on progress of pharmacy; E. 
G. Eberle of Dallas, Texas, chairman 
of the council, and J. W. England of 
Philadelphia, secretary of the council. 

Most of the reports of the various 
committees were adopted, and a re- 
solution requesting the press to re- 
frain from publishing the name of 
poisons taken by people who commit 
suicide, or of any reference thereto 
as to the quantity necessary to 
- produce fatal results, was adopted. 


Several states and cities tendered 
invitations for next year’s meeting; 
Denver winning the prize. The time 
of meeting to be decided later, and

THE PROPAGANDA FOR DRUG 
REFORM 
This subject is assuming vast pro- 
There should be a journal 
of national ‘scope, wholly devoted to 
this work, which should be in the 
every pharmacist and 


Since the national pure food and 
drugs law, the advertising of fraudu- 
lent remedies in the daily papers is 
more vicious then ever. We are 
sorely in need of a national enact- 
ment which will put a complete stop 
to such advertising. That kind of 
newspaper advertising which may be 
designated as the Munyon type is 
especially vicious because it appears 


in the regular reading columns and 
purports to he a record of fact where- 


as it is the grossest misrepresentation. 

That form of fraudulent advertis- 
ing which generally appears under 
the caption ‘‘Health and Beauty 
Hints’’ is the worst conceivable and 
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causes the pharmacist no end of 
trouble and annoyance, because the 
ad is so arranged as to practically 
compel the pharmacist to keep the 
fakes on his shelves or loose cus- 
tomers. We quote an article by F. I. 
Laekenbach which appeared in a re- 
cent issue of the California State Medi- 
cal Journal as it clearly sets forth the 


character of this form of newspaper | 


advertising. 


The following is a partial list of pro- 
prietary preparations which are designed 
to mislead the public by appearing in the 
reading columns of newspapers as favorite 
domestic remedies. They enter into 
domestic prescriptions the other items of 
which are well known to the laity—such 
as sarsaparilla, dandelion, buchu, ete., 
the impression being conveyed that the 
‘trider’’ is also a common household 
remedy. 


One of the first of these to appear was 


Compound Kargon for Rheumatism. It 
is associated with Fl. Ext. Dandelion and 
Co. Syr. Sarsaparilla. The Kargon comes 
in bottles of about one ounce capacity 
and with the other ingredients measured 
up to about five and a half ounces, which 
commanded seventy-five or _ eighty-five 
cents. There was such an enormous de- 
mand for this ‘‘preseription’’ that for a 
time the supply of six ounce prescription 


bottles was inadequate to the demand. 


One of the products advertised as an 


ideal skin-food prescription was condemned | 


by the Federal authorities under the Pure 
Food and Drugs Act. It was simply 
Epsom Salt colored pink, a four-ounce 
package selling at fifty cents. : 

It is truly marvelous the number of 
people who ‘‘bite’’ on this bait, the vic- 
tims being confined to no one elass or 
degree of intelligence. 


Druggists are made unwilling parties to 


the deception, as it obliges them to stock 


these uncertain goods of which there is 
such a variety. If they do not stock them 
or attempt to explain to the patron the 
nature of the combination, the patron is 
more often inelined to question the 
veracity of the druggist or consider his 
stock incomplete.

BELLADONNA CULTURE IN CALI- 
FORNIA—SEASON 1911 
Owing to rather chilly season the 


harvesting of the first crop was some- 
what delayed. The second crop is 
now drying in the open. There will 
be a light third crop. The yield per 
acre, of dry material, will be about 
three-fourths of a ton. 
All of the belladonna grown on the 
farm in Castro Valley, near Oakland, 
Cal., is shipped to Parke, Davis & Co., 


ws report it to be of very high 


quality. 

The present indications are that 
Herba belladonna will be made offi- 
cial in the next edition of the U.S. P. 


Inasmuch as the stems’ contain: 


nearly as much alkaloids as the leaves 
there is no plausible reason why this 
should not be done. 

Arrangements are now being made 
to inerease the belladonna culture 
acreage very materially. Profitable 
culture is oniy possible when con- 
ducted on a large scale. 

Many readers of the Pacific Phar- 


macist will perhaps recall the serial 


in volumes I and II of the Pacific 
Pharmacist, on California Medicinal 
Plants, which also gave suggestions 
on drug culture in California. This 
will soon appear as a report from the 
California Forestry Department. It 
is largely rewritten with many addi- 
tions. Those interested should keep 
this in mind as the report will serve 
to give all of the information thus 
far available on drug plant culture 
in California. 


GOVERNMENT TESTING INSECTI- 
CIDES 

Under the provisions of Section 4 of 

The Insecticide Act of 1910, the Depart- 

ment of Agriculture is charged with the 

duty. of examining specimens of insecti- 


cides, Paris greens, lead arsenates and 
fungicides for the purpose of. determining 
from such examination whether’ such 
articles are adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of the Act, and subse- 
quently recommending such legal action, if 
any, as the findings may warrant. 

Sections 1 and 2 of the Act are especi- 
ally applicable to persons engaged in trade 
in the above articles in the Territories 


and Insular Possessions of the United 
States, viz., Alaska, Arizona, Hawaii, New 


Mexico, Philippine Islands, and Porto Rico, 
in view of the fact that the manufacture 
or sale of any adulterated or misbranded 
insecticide, Paris green, lead: arsenate or 
fungicide within the territories is punish- 
able by fine or imprisonment. An insecti- 
cide or fungicide is any substance or 
mixture of substances intended to be used 
for preventing, destroying, repelling, or 


mitigating any insects or fungi in any — 


environment whatsoever. Inquiries on the 
part of those interested may. be addressed 


to the Insecticide and Fungicide Board, 


Department of Agriculture. 

The Insecticide and Fungicide Board, 
composed of four members selected from 
the scientific staffs of the Bureau of 


Animal Industry, the Bureau of Plant 


Industry, the Bureau of Entomology, 


and the Bureau of Chemistry, was 


organized by the Secretary of Agriculture 
to. assist him in enforcing the provisions 


of the Insecticide Act of 1910 as provided 


by law, and has just issued Decision No. 
1 relating to the subject of Insect 
Powders.—Paint, Oil and Drug Review.

G. R. Thompson and H. Hurst 
(Pharm. Zentralh., 52, p. 750) recom- 


mend a test which consists in heating 3 


ce. of the melted fat with 10 ce. of a 
mixture of equal volumes of absolute 


aleohol and chloroform on the water- 


bath until dissolved, and then cooling.

Merck’s Report. 
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Non-Alcohol Beverage Plant—Los An- 
geles will soon have another important in- 
dustry in active operation. It is a huge 
plant of the Wood Association, capital 
$1,000,000, recently incorporated for the 
purpose of brewing non-alcoholic beverages, 
such as cream ale, family beer, London 
porter, Dublin stout, tonic and _ half-and- 
half. The company some time ago pur- 
chased the site and leased the adjoining 
premises with switching privileges. 

Detection of Hydrogen Peroxide—A very 
sensitive test-paper for hydrogen peroxide 
is obtained by moistening absorbent paper 
with cobalt naphthanate. In the presence 
of hydrogen peroxide this changes from 
pink to olive green. It will readily detect 
1 of hydrogen peroxide in 1,000,000. By. 
its aid the formation of the peroxide, by 
the action of direct sunlight on a mixture 
of pure oxygen and water, can be demon- 
strated; also by the wetting of porous sub- 
stances with water—K. W. Charitschoff. — 


Rubber Substitute from Soya Beans— 
Another use for the soya bean is noticed 
in a report made by Consul General Frank 
D. Hill at Frankfort-on-Main, Germany. 
Mr. Hill in his report announces that the 
fact has been brought out there that a 
German patent has been secured for the 
raanufacture from the soya bean of a 
product to take the place of rubber. He 
Says: 

The process consists in the reduction of 
the oil of the soya bean to a thick, tough 
liquid through the addition of nitric acid. 
After further treatment with alkaline solu- 
tions the mixture is heated to 150 degrees, 
giving a tough, highly elastic product 
similar to rubber, which can be vulcanized 
by the same process as rubber. 


Numerous attempts have been made in 
the past to manufacture artificial rubber 
and processes, which in the laboratory gave 
excellent results, have been found im- 
practicable on account of high cost. 


Whether this latest method will be suc- 


cessful remains to, be proved. However, 
the fact that the soya bean is being experi- 
mented with is illustrative of the fact that 
‘it is beginning to be known in Germany, 
where it is now imported free of duty. 

The bean is cultivated in the Hinterland 
of Kiaochaw, the German leased territory 
in China, as well as in Manchuria. Its in- 
creased commercial importance would help 
develop the province and bring new life to 
Tsingtau as a port.—Pharmacraft.

STATE BOARD OF PHARMACY RESO- 
LUTIONS REGARDING THE SALE OF 
KELLOGG’S ANT PASTE 


At a meeting of the California 
Board of Pharmacy held on Wednes- 
day, August 9, 1911, the following 
preamble and resolutions were adopt- 
ed and the secretary was instructed 
to send a copy of same to all the 
wholesale druggists, wholesale grocers 


and manufacturers as deal in ant 


preparations. 
Retail Pharmacists are advised to 


familiarize themselves with the resolu-— 


tions. 


_ ““Whereas, complaint and knowledge has 
come to this Board that during the year 
last past not less than two deaths have 
come to children from Kellogg’s Ant Paste 
(an arsenical preparation) and it appear- 
ing to this Board that to more fully pro- 


tect the public health the delivery and 


sale of this preparation should be more 
strictly safeguarded, it is hereby resolved 
by this Board: 

That the sale of this preparation will 
hereafter be permitted only when said 
sales are made as required for all sales 
of Arsenic and its preparations (vide 
-Sehedule ‘‘A’’) and in absolute compli- 
ance with Sections 1, 2, and 3 of the 


‘‘Act to regulate the Sale of Poisons in 


the State of California ’’ and as follows 
to wit: 


First,—Said sales must be registered in 


a Poison book (kept solely for that pur- | 


pose) and said registry must be made by 
a registered pharmacist (vide Section 1.) 

Second,—The sale of this or any similar 
preparation must not be made to any per- 
son less than eighteen years of age (vide 
Section 2). 

Third,—The package must have upon it 
a definite label described in Section 2, and 
this label must have upon it the name of 
the firm selling the said Poison (vide Sec- 
tion 2). 

Fourth,—The label must have the name 
of the particular antidote (and no other) 
adopted by the Board for the poisonous 
contents of said package (in this instance 
the antidote for arsenic). 


Resolved, further, that on and after 
August Ist, 1911, it is the intention of this 
Board to strictly enforce and regulate the 
sule of Kellogg’s Ant Paste (or any sim- 
ilar arsenical preparation) in accordance 
with this resolution.’’

BRITISH MEDICAL ASSOCIATION. 
MEETING AT BIRMINGHAM 


The Exhibition 

Thé progress of pharmacy cannot always 
be gauged very accurately from day to 
day: It is only occasionally that we have 
an opportunity of measuring the forward 
movement which is always taking place and 
this can be most conveniently accomplished 
when some exhibition of sufficient import- 
ance enables us to review the achievements 
of the year. 

The exhibition of medical supplies and 
appliances in connection with the British 


Medical Association Meeting afforded such 


an opportunity. 

It was held this year, at the Bingley Hall, 
Birmingham, and clearly demonstrated that 
the art of pharmacy and the scientific re- 
search upon which that art is based, are 
rapidly advancing. | 

A novel and interesting feature of this 
year’s Exhibition was the fine collection 
of medicinal plants in the living state, 
which adorned the building. These were 


transported from such indigenous plants as _ 
digitalis, belladonna, hyoseyamus, conium 
maculatum and artimisia. 


Less familiar 
are the beautiful cotton plant, a tall elegant 
shrub with equisite pale flowers and glab- 
rous leaves, and colocynth with its crinkly 
threadlike tendrils and 
elobular fruit. 


Messrs. Burroughs Wellcome & Co. had 


an interesting display of pharmaceutical 
products, some of which are the direct 
result of specialized research. 

‘‘Hpinine’’ is a preparation of special 
interest to the scientific chemist, since it 


is the result of the effort to build up 


synthetically, a substance resembling in 
properties the suprarenal gland active 
principle. This has been done and ‘‘Epi- 
nine’’ has been found to produce the rise 
of blood pressure characteristic of the 
suprarenal active principle. Its action is 
équally marked in this respect and more 
prolonged. 


Owing also, to its synthetic base being 
erystallizable, ‘‘Epinine’’ can be more 


readily purified than the active principle 
of the natural gland. It is shown as a 
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1 per cent. solution in bottles and prepared 
s a ‘‘Vaporole’’ product.

Coffee Bracer—This is always popular 
with many and affords a good medium to 
connect the summer and winter business, 


that is, the ‘‘cold’’ season with the ‘‘hot’’ 


season. 

Take two ounces of coffee syrup and 
four ounces of sweet milk and, with a 
sufficient quantity of shaved or cracked 


lee, shake thoroughly in a heavy mixing 


glass and strain into a clean twelve-ounce 
glass. Fill with carbonated water, using 
coarse and fine stream alternately, and 
serve,

Southern Dream—tThis is simply a slight 
modification of the banana split and is a 
very popular sundae: | 

Split a banana and place it into an ob- 
lung, rather deep dish (the ‘‘banana’’ 
At both ends of the dish and 
touching the banana, place a portion of 
ice cream. Over this pour a small quan- 


tity of crushed fruit, using if desirable a 


different kind of fruit for each portion of 
ice cream;/cherry. and pineapple making a 
good conibination. 


In e center place some whipped 


cream, topped with grated mixed nuts and — 


a cherry. 


A good many modifications of the banana 
split are possible and if the trade in 


any particular locality takes to it, it 


should be pushed, as it is a profitable dish 
and canbe dispensed for ten, fifteen, 
twenty and twenty-five cents according to 
its ingredients. | 


Bald Man’s Delight—This is a_ special 
drink, somewhat different from all others 
and will make a hit wherever introduced. 
It should be served solid in an eight- 
onnee phosphate glass, but if a big drink 
is requested, a twelve or even fourteen 
ounce glass should be served. 


Pineapple syrup ............ ogg 
Lemon syrup ..... 08. 
22 fi. oz. 
Acid phosphate solution ........ 1%, fl. oz. 
bitters 311 


Mix by agitation. Serve two ounces in 


glass and fill with carbonated water. 


The German ‘‘Bauer’’—This drink, now 


somewhat modified, is original with the 


German farmer (bauer), and will undoubt- 
edly become popular in this country. 

Take one and one-half fluid ounces of 
catawba syrup, one whole egg, six ounces 
of cold milk and four ounces of cracked 
ice. Shake these thoroughly in a heavy 
mixing glass, strain into a clean, twelve 


- ounee glass and fill with cold milk. The 


eatawba syrup may be replaced by claret 
er grape syrup. No acid should be added | 


to this drink in any form, neither as fruit 
acid, lemon syrup, ete. as this would 


ruin it. 
‘‘Auto Sundae’’—In a good-sized sundae 
dish place four ounces of your best ice 
cream, strawberry. ice cream _ preferred. 
Over this pour a generous ladleful of 
erushed strawberries and top this with 
whipped cream. Around the sides of the 
dish place a sliced banana, the slices be- 
ing about one-half inch thick, and a lobe 
of an orange. Serve with spoon, water 
and erackers.. This is. a winner.—N. A.
